Ir froquently happens that & qnestion, the im-
portance of which 1s pavondaryy Is foroed Into
a most prominent position by the ability of
its advooates, while the absence of discussion
loaves a far more vital issue pass by un-

heeded. This was the case in Congress om |

Saturday, when the impeschment vole mono-
polized all the interest of the publio, to the de-
triment of the far more important question
which was deolded on the same day. We refer
{0 the passagé of the House bill in opposition
to any farther contraction of the currency.
During the session of the Tuirty-ninth
Covgress, & Dbill was passed, April
12, 1866, suthorizing the BSecretary of
the Treasury to withdraw, If he saw
proper, the United States notes in ciroulation,
at & rate not to excead 4,000,000 per month.
In sccordance with the power thus given him,
the Beoretary for several months withdrew
the amount designated; but finding that a
stringency in the market was beginning to
result, and that the finances of the country
were not in a condition to authorize any long
continuation of the measure, he has mot for
many months past exercised the power vested
in him. On Saturday the Committes of Ways
and Means reported the bill repealing the
power previously given, and preventing in
the future any furthor - conbraction until
another law was passed expressly providing
therefor. The vole on the guestion was 128
yous to 32 nays, The manner in which our
Pennsylvania delegation voled on that im-
portant question is a valuable index as to
their views on the subject, and we give the
vote in detail:—

unjust and injurions polioy of moving the
previons guestion on such an important topio,
and thus cutting off debate, prevents all

opportunity of an explanation of their voles |

by any of the members, and leaves us without
apy guide as to the feeling of the House save
on the direct question at issue. We cannot
deprecate in too strong language this rale.
It has been years since we had what may be
called a debats in the House. Whenever an
important question comes up, instead of hav-
ing that free and able interchange of opinions

for which Congress s compelled to
assemble together, the previous quastion
is moved, and the only persons who

have any volce in the framing of ounr laws
are the members of the commiltes who Liad
the matter in hand. It has been frequently

rematrked, and, in faot, openly acknowledged |

by members, that by this means all chance for
& compromise i3 cut off, and the friends of the
movement who are in favor of its modifles-
tion, have no alternative but to vote with its
ensmlies or accept it as it comes from the com-
mitlee. We send representatives there to
connsel together and to harmouize views, not
to leave everything to the disoretion of a com-
mittee. If the ““previons question’ had Leen
in use in the days of our forefathers, we would
never have had & Unien or a Counstitation. It
was only by mutual compromise and conellia-

tion that they were effected; bul now a bare |

majorily seems disposed to tyrannize over
thoae who differ from them In opinion. We
refer to no political party, for it frequently
happens that the same resnlt I8 achisved by
the votes of the Democracy, as was shown on

Ssturday by the impeachment vote, We think |
that the rule allowing the ‘“‘previons ques- |

tion' should be repealed. A wearisome de-
bate is better than systematio gag law,

We have Been led to this digression by the
nncertainty resulting from the forced vote on
the contraction question, and the doubt as to
whether It can Le so construed as to favor infla-
tlon. While we are glad to see the action
taken, yet we donot believe that farther infla-
tion at presemt iz sound pelicy, What the
exigencles of the future may require that
future only can revenl but it is well to re-
member that whils we may ride clear of the
presant storm by means of a further issue of
“igresnbacks,’’ yet we are in the condition of a
ship rounisg before the wind—Iit g 4ll safe
and pleasant sailing o long as we coutione in
that direotion, but the longer we continne the
harder and the more dangerous will be the
final return to the destination from which we
have been drifting. As the tendency now
Beems t0 be ratlior in favor of ylelding to the
wind, if we oan describe inflation by that
shmile, wo would Impress on our legislators

the difioulty of ulMmataly resching the
wished-tor harbor of spesie payment.

Henoe,
thers is aAlways danger of the grand law to

As ik conntry had every reason to suppose,
from the temper manifested by & majority of
the Republicans jno Congress, the proposed
impeachment of Andrew Johnson was de-
visively defeated on Saturday afternoon, the
vote standing 108 moes to B7 ayes. Of the
former but 42 were given by the Demooratic

members, while 06 Republicans altogether
voted in the negative. The opposition to im-
peachment, therefore, embraces nol only two-

thirds of the whole House, but a clear majority
of the Republican side of it, This last fact is
| ona on which the country certainly deserves
congratulation, for it places the impeachment
facrion 8o clearly and definitely in the minority
that they have no hope whatever of gaining
the sscendancy as matters now stand. It like-
wise places the position of the Re-
publican party squarely before the coun-

| try.  Andrew Johuson is considered by
| & large majority of its adherents, if
not by every ruan who can properly

lay claim to coiperation with it, as a ““bold,
{ bad man.” Dat it has decided most emphati-
cally that, although it considers the President
guilty of high orimes and misdemennors
which might warrant impeachiment, publio
policy demands that for the present it shall
not prosecute these charges ““to final trial and
| punishment.”” In the language of Mr, Bout-
| well, “it is not stravge that a sensitive and
| conscientions public opioion shrinks from &
proceeding go solemn in its character, the end
of which men cannot foresee.”
| Such being the deliberate decision of the
recognized leaders of the party, after months
of wearisome agitation, we hope we shall not
| again bhave occasion to refer to impeachment
during the remaining fiftéen months of Mr.
Johngon's administration. At the end of
tbat time he can be quietly lost sight of, and
left at liberty to devote the remainder of his
natural existence to raminating upon the vast
amwount of mischief which he accomplished
while in the flesh politically, and the still
| greater evils in the eflort to thrust which upon
the country he was forestalled by a faithful
and patriotic Congress. But it is not enough
that the question of impeachment has been
formally and definitely settled. An end should
be put to all disonssion of the matter,
| especially in the halls of Congress, which
| has enongh before it in the single department
of fimance to occupy the whole of the present
session. The country will, therefore, regrt
that, as soon as the vote had been taken, and
the attemtion of the House turnad to the im-
poriant subject of the coniraction of the car-
reniy,

Such a course should be deprecated by all who
bave the welfare of the country and the inte-
grity of the Republican party at heart, and
we hope that we shall not witness the repeti-

trasted,

LAwRExcE, Konsas, Doeo. 5, 1847,

Probably no part of the country has witnessad
more extopslve and lmportant chunges, during
the past len years, than Kansas and Western
Missourl, Two days ngo | stepped aboard of
the cars at BL Louls, In the aftérnoon at balf-
past three o'clock, on route for Lhis place. The
afternoon and evening wore rapldly away In
conversation with old friends whom I chanced
to meet, and about 11 o'clook wo took ou barths
for the night. Morning found us refreshed by
glesp, and clear across the Stale of Missourl, at
thie Btale lipe belween It and Kansas, where n
fima hot breakfast was awalting us at the rall-
rogd eating house and botel. A lrapsfer to the
ears of the Kansns Pacific Rallroad, a oouple of
hours' rideap the matchiless valley of the Kaw
(or Kansas) river, and we are at the besutiful

ﬁ and historic olty of Lawrence, renowned not
lezs for her devollon 1o, than her sufferings Lo,
the great canse of human freedom,

1 mnde this same journey ten years ago last
Mpriog, and, by way of contrast, let me brielly

Quindaro was s lown of bhalfep-dogen houses,
slluated on the steep face of & rooky ollfl, rising
directly from the river's edge. [t was ane of
ywenty polnts fn the Missourli River whioh
were sl expecting ot that time o make the
future molropolis of tho Biate. Governor

Clharles [lobinson, B, N, Blmpson, and olliors,

| geross and ferry us over,

were al thatl time making thelr hewdqaarters
thers, and aharea in the town wers selling
readlly at from five hundrad to olght hundredt
dollars in gold, The town company had
commaenoced grading the maln strest to the
river, and were making an immense oug
through the rocks mt the top of the blafr It
remainn unfinlshed o this day, and shares are
now worth the value of ‘the land for agrieul-
tural purposes, although a modest little viliage
has grown up back of Lhe river, en the holght
ofland. Wa put up al the ohlel aud only howsl
of the place, a large bullding which had just
been erected. In llen of mortar the pariitions
between Lhe rooms wera covered wilh whits
colton eloth, & devics which was qulle commoa
In Kapnsas In those days.

The evening after I arrived [ had my first
view of tha politioal contost that was then
agitating the Territory. The Free Hiale men
hnd refosed to recognize tho laws passed by the
“bogus" Leglslature slected by the Misigurl
Invaders, The consequence was that the cotdn-
fry was lefi to be regulated by the law of loeal
publie opinlon and organization. In Quin-
daro, whiph was a unanimous Fres-Sinte
town, the law wus that no whisky should be
sold. About night-fall I noticrd n sudden as
sembloge of men near the river. I went down
to seo what was up, When I got there I found
u young man standing on a dry goods box
and ln & deep bass volee haranguing the orowd-
Ho went on 10 state that, in the absence of
all lawlul authority In the Terrllory, Ib de-
volved upon the people to protect themselves,
The people of Quindaro had enncted that no
intoxicaling lguors should be sold o thelr
midst; notwilhstanding this, the prisoner at
the bar (the bar was & big stone) had besn
guilly of opening s saloon and of selling
whisky, In deflapece of the law they had
adopted. What would they do with him?
A court was exlemporizned, the case was Sried
in nbout ten minules, the ofonder found
guillty, and soma silght penally affixed, with a
warnipg of a severer fate If the offonse was
ropeatled. This was Kansas law under “'squatter
soverelgnty."

bosom had sunk to rest. Tha road was a suc-
cession of long gradus! asovnls and descents
As Lo load was heavy , we soon established ths
precedent of walking up the hills to relleve the
team, which looked nonetoo promising for the
Journey before us, Thus weo travellad on

till sbout three o'clock in  the after-
noon, when we strock the deep
wooded  valley of Woll ceel., We

Lad breakiasted enrly, and the lapse of time, a8
well as the exerclse of so much walking, had
made us wll ravenously hungry, but there was
no settlement on the whole roule. Iu was an
Indian reservatlon Lhutl we were passing over,
and unipbabited by them even unlbil within a
few 1niles of Lawrence. Happlly, we herefound
a camp of laborers who were bullding a bridge
over Woll creek. They hnd boen to dinner, but
had left m pot Lalf full of baked beans and a
{ew biscull. We bought the stock, made a ring
around the pot, one of our company prodoced a
boltle of peppersauce from his trunk, and we
made o feast off of thuse beabs and bisoult sueh
ns hunger nlene could have prepared for us
The beat bill of fare ever put before the guests
of the Continental could nol have bean eaten
wilth greater relish.

Wedrove on, and, ns the afternoon deoclined,
our poor team became moreand mors weary,
until we were forcad to waik all the time, down
1ill aa well asup, AL last a litlls after sun-
down, one of the borses stopped, aud would go
no further,
conuell of war was beld. We were stlll seven
miles from Lawrence, and all of the way
throngh the woods. There were no housey
excepl a few Indian eablus along the road. We
bad no food or blankets for camping out. It
was determined to leave the driver with
the team and the trunks, hoping that the
borses would fNoally drag through, whils
the passengors would push on, on foot, for Law-
rence, One of our company knew the road
well, 80 thal he could act asour gulde. I wiil
cul my story ghort without walting to describe
our stopplog and getiting supper with old Sar.
coxie, & Delawme Indian ohlef, and somse
lnughable incldents connected therewith, and
slmply say that, after a long and weary
walk, we arrived on the panks of the Kaws
opposite to Lawrence, at about midnight. It
took us nearly an hour Lo rouse the ferryman
on the Lawrence slde, so that he would come
Al lnst we heard the
plush of his boat, and soon found ourselves
among friends In Lawreuce at the end of our
Journey.

Thiut was ten years ago. The nearest ratlroad
wus then at Jeflerson Cily—now 1L 18 bere, and
exiends three bandred mlles west, with a
braneh road to Leavenworth, and anolher line
leading south under gousiruation, Than the
telegraph llnes reached only to Boonville; now
they bave been extended across the continsnt
o Ifm Paoifle, and wo are in Instant commuanl
cition with the whole conntry. Them the Kuaw
tiver was orossod by & rope-ferry—now a splens
did bridge,costing forty thousaud dollars, spans
the strehm. Then Lawresce had one weekly
paper, with malls twice n week—now she as
dully malls east and wesl, and two large dally
pupers. Then Lawrence had about one thous-
sand inbabitants—uow she has ten thousand,
with a State university, publicsshools, churches,
and all the nppliances of modern clvilizsation,
Such are some of the chupges of the last wen
